Speeding to 
‘Big 3° Talk 

LONDON, Jan. 30.~4(4)—States- 
men of the United States and Brit- 
ain apparently were converging on 
an undisclosed spot tenight for pre- 
liminary conferences or even the 
Rig Three meeting itself as British 
and American leaflets raining on 
enemy lines urged the Germans to 
surrender. 

Outside of the closest official 
circles nobody knew when or 
where President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill and Premier 
Marshal Stalin were.to meet, and 
those who did know were not giv- 
ing the slightest hint. 

German and Swiss broadcasts 
gaid the Big Three meeting al-, 
ready was under way or about to 
begin. The best guess in London 
was that the parley would be held 
in the Soviet Union or close to its 
borders. Some quarters, however, 
thought the meeting might be in 
Italy. 

The Germans said the confer- 
ence would occur “somewhere in 
the Near East or the Mediterra- 
nean.” Nazi agencies declared, how- 
ever, that they had been unable to 
check Spanish reports that Mr, 
Roosevelt had left Washington ac- 
companied by a Jarge staff. 

There has been some specula- 
tion that the Big Three session 
might produce a joint immediate 
surrender call to Germany.

With Soviet. armies pouring 
across the German borders into 
th: provinces of 3: andenburg and 
Pomerania, Hitler declared, “a 
horrid fate is in progress in the 
east, where tens and hundreds of 
thousands of people are being ex- 
terminated,” but he asserted this 
‘ fate “will be mastered in the end 
in spite of all reverses and stern 
tests.” 

He called upon Divine aid and 
exhorted his people: 

“I expect every German to do 
his duty to the last. Every fit man 
must stake his life and body. The 
sick and infirm or otherwise dis- 
pensable must work to the last 
ounce of their strength. 


SLURS WOODROW WILSON 
As if to block a possible appeal 
by the Big Three for the German 
people to throw out their Nazi 
leaders and surrender, Hitler com- 
mented that Allied statesmen have 
“quite openly outlined the fate of 
the German people” and added: 
“As a ruthless National Social- 
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Yfact that it represented the Rus- 


sians’ closest approach to the Nazi 
capital. 
PORT THREATENED 


The Moscow radio: early Mon- 
day announced the Red Army also 
was less than 50 miles from Stet- 
tin, the port for Berlin on the Bal- 
tic. Stolzenberg is 52 miles south- 
east of Stettin. 

The Germans yesterday had 
stressed Zhukov’s gains farther 
south on the front west of Poz- 
nan and directly east of Berlin, 
where, they said, Soviet spear- 
heads had come within 80 miles 
of Berlin. 

Kustrin, important rail com- 
munications center 41 miles of 
Berlin and 32 miles southwest of 
Stalzenberg, is in danger of being 
outflanked from the northeast and 
is threatened with frontal assault 
as well.

LEUKEMIA DEATH RACE BEGINS 


Navy Flying Sailor From Pacific 
To Bedside of Stricken Wife 


Yeoman Third Class Maxwell’ 


R. Mentzer’s race with death has

House Group 


Ends Work On 
Constitution 


Vote on Poll Tax 
Issue Assured Today .

The house consitution committee 
has completed its work on the re- 
vised constitution, after adding 
two'senatorial districts, and defeat- 
ing efforts to permit operation of 
power plants by cities and coun- 
ties. 

Pledging to keep the house in 
session today until a vote is taken 
on the poll tax, Speaker Harris 
said the house would take up the 
revised constitution tomorrow and 
will meet from 10 a, m. until 5 
p. m. daily. He predicted little op- 
position to the constitution as 


amended by the house committee. | 


At its final session of yesterday, 
the committee also killed efforts 
of Druid Hills school district to be 
exempt from a proposed new law 
abolishing rural school districts. 
Druid Hills wanted permission to 


levy a 5-mills tax to be used for 
its school, in addition to the pro- 
posed 15-mills county-wide levy, 
Rep. Hubert, of DeKalb, said. Rep. 
Durdern*of Dougherty, objected to 
making any exceptions. 
FOLLOWS SENATE GROUP 


The house committee followed 
the senate group’s example in de, 
feating a proposed amendment to 
give cities and counties permission 
to issue revenue certificates with 
which to build power plants. The 
vote was 40 to 0, 

The amendment, which origi- 
nated in the city of Valdosta and 
the city of Waycross, was opposed 
by Reps. Connell, of Lowndes, 
and Hinson, of Ware. Connell is 
an attorney for the Georgia Pow- 
er and Light Company, not an 
affiliate of Georgia Power Com- 
pany. Connell objected to giving 
a city council the right to issue 
bonds to enter the public utility 
business, without submission to a 
vote of the people. A city has the 
opportunity now to go into the 
power business by having a local 
constitutional amendment passed 
for a bond issue, and letting the 
people vote on it, he observed. 
NO STATE SUPERVISION 

He said the city-operated plants 
would not be supervised by the 
Georgia Public Service Commis- 
sion, and that the rates charged 
and the service rendered would 
not be regulated, 

The committee adopted Without 
objection, a proposal to increase 
the senatorial districts from 52 to 
54 so that the districts may be re- 
divided more equally. The plan 
was offered by Reps. Kennon, of 
Cook,’ and Connell, of Lowndes. 
The group placed ‘back into the 
constitution a provision fixing sa)- 
aries of pardon and parole board 
members at $5,000 each. It previ- 
ously had stricken the salary ref- 
erence from the constitution. Rep. 
Marion Ennis, of Baldwin, feared 
the board would be at the mercy 
of politics if its pay were not pro- 
tected by the constitution.

Rip Siegfried Line 
‘PARIS, Jan. 30.—(AP)—The American First and Third 
armies smashed into the outer defenses of the Siegfried line 


today in an attack approaching major-offensive scale and 
gained as much as four miles on the frigid, snow-covered 


western front. 

Starting as a series of local‘ 
thrusts, the assault picked up 
speed and, after several additic »al 
divisions had been thrown in, 
eventually involved well over 100,- 
000 men. It further increased the 
pressure along a 40-mile front on 
German military leaders who al- 
ready are robbing their westwall 
defenses to bolster positions on the 
crumbling eastern front. 

The doughboys overran a num- 
ber of Siegfried line outposts and 
frontline correspondents said the 
Germans had previously evac- 
uated the positions. 


BRIDGEHEAD EXPANDED 
Two of the American flanks in 
the new attack are In Germany 
and the center of the line is in 
eastern Belgium. The front ex- 
tends from a point just south of 
the Aachen breach in the Siegfried 
line where U. S. attacks were 
launched on both sides of the Roer 
river, to the Third Army’s Wel- 
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Pchenhausen bridgehead along the 
Our river which Lt. Gen. Patton’s 
troops expanded to a depth of a 


four miles. 

Meanwhile, the French First 
Army, incorporating American 
units, crossed the Colmar canal at 
several points in southern Alsace. 
Front dispatches said Allied troops 
were engaged in .hard fighting 
around Fort Schwihr about one 
and one-half miles south of Col- 
mar in their drive to encircle the 
city. 

From the Canadian front in Hol- 
land there were reports that the 
Germans apparently were with- 
drawing troops from the line in 
order to transfer them to the east- 
ern front.

Poll Tax Repeal Seen 
In Showdown Debate Today 


The showdown on Georgia's poll tax battle comes today, with 
administration leaders claiming enough pledged votes to repeal the 


voting tax in the house. 

Debate begins this morning on 
the measure, which last week was 
approved by the senate, 31 to 19. 
The house ways and means com. 
mittee amended the senate bill to 
retain permanent registration. The 
amondment drops the biennial 
registration asked by the senate, 
but it does purge the registration 
list if a citizen does not vote with- 
in“two years. Senate authors re- 
portedly will accept the amend- 
ment. 

A bill to increase state highway 
funds in 74 counties—by establish- 
ing a new minimum for counties 
to receieve—was introduced in the 
house yesterday, with nearly 
enough authors to assure its pas- 
sage. Sixty-seven representatives 
signed the meaur,e and Rep. Cates, 
of Burke, said he easily could have 
obtained a total of 125 signatures. 

Every county in the state shall 
be guaranteed that at least 14.13 
per cent of its total county mileage 
shall be on the state aid road sys- 
tem, the authors explained. They 
said the average amount of stace 
aid roads in a connty is 14.13 per 
cent, but many counties have more 
than this average while 74 coun- 
ties have less than this percentage. 

Without reducing the mileage 
of those favored counties, Cates’ 
bill would add one-half million dol- 
lars to the state highway deport- 
ment’s appropriation to take care 
of the added expenses of bringing 
up the less-favored counties to the 
new minimum. 

The house yesterday debated a 
bill establishing a servicemen’s re- 
settlement administration to fi- 
nance loans for veterans, but de- 
layed action until next Monday 
At the time of adjournment, the 
house was debating a hotly con- 
tested plan of redistricting sena- 
torial districts so as to add two 
senators.

Following the house’s action of last Fri- 
day, the senate this week unanimously 
passed a resolution deploring the fact that 
no southerner is in the cabinet and urging 
President Roosevelt to give due considera- 
tion to qualified southern statesmen. 

The resolution, introduced »y Sen. Guy 
Stone, of Glenwood, was similar to the 
house document by Reps. Williams, of 
Toombs, and Smith, of Bryan, which was 
printed here on Saturday. 

Meanwhile, there have been other man- 
ifestations of interest in The Constitution’s 
original editorial lamenting the fact that, 
-after giving Roosevelt its total electoral 
vote for four consecutive terms, the south 
now finds itself in the unprecedented posi- 
tion of having no representation in the cab- 
inet of a Democratic president. Not a few 
are the newspapers, throughout Georgia 
and the south, which have reprinted or 
commented upon the editorial and the con- 
sequent legislative resolution. 

“For the first time in history—except 


after Reconstruction—there is no southern - 


man in the cabinet,” comments venerable 
Josephus Daniels’ Raleigh News and Ob- 
server, adding the little-realized fact that 
New York alone has half the members of 
the current cabinet. 

“The resolvtion adoptec by the Georgia 
house of representatives Jan. 27 declaring 
that the south is no longer represented 
in the cabinet; that ‘there are many Capa- 
ble southerners’ who would do well in the 
national cabinet and requesting the Presi- 
dent to give ‘serious consideration to this 
situation when next considering the ap- 
-pointment of a cabinet officer’ provides a 
pertinent commentary on the south as a 
Democratic territory,” declares the Savan- 
nah Morning News, adding: “The Georgia 
house’s resolution was a fine gesture from 


Setting Good Example 


The Georgia Press Association, because 
of the congestion of wartime travel, has 
decided to postpone its annual press insti- 
tute indefinitely. Other organizations have 
taken similar action, the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Women’s ‘Clubs and the Baptist 
Convention outstanding as examples.

the cabinet and no prospects of getting 
same. : 

Certainly there are men in the great 
13-state area which comprises the solid 
south who are fully capable of competent- 
ly discharging the duties of a cabinet 
officer. 

And surely we are fully justified in 
wondering at the circumstance which has 
resulted in their not being nafhed.

We Must Think 
Clearly---But Quickly

In this very late hour—much later than anyone would think 
from reading the military comentators on the European war—it 
is time to think, and to think in the clearest, most tough-minded 
way: for if we don’t, we are going to be greatly surprised. 

The German war is going to be over—in any minute to some 
weeks. The military situation on the eastern front indicates it, 
Even if the German administration still were intact, and had the 
loyal following of army, leaders, and people, the German military 
case. would be hopeless. There are no reserves; manpower is ex- 
hausted; and with the capture by the Russians of Polish and Ger- 
man Upper Silesia, essential material resources have vanished. 
Without these it would be impossible to continue long to defend 
even the best prepared fortifications. And no such fortifications 
are in the path of the advancing Soviet armies. 

But the administration is not intact, and the civilian rear is in 
a complete state of demoralization. The communication system has 
ceased to function. The movement of troops eastward has become 
almost impossible because the railroads are blocked by refugees. 


There are reports that the rationing system has broken down over 


large areas. 

Before the refugees began streaming from the east, there were 
some 13,000,000 people who had been bombed out. The stream 
cannot be checked, because the Nazi propaganda for two years has 
continually warned the people that every German caught up by 
the Russian armies will either be killed or deported to Siberia. 
There are reports of clashes between Volksturm and SS troops. 
There are desertions from Nazi ranks, and even from the SS. 

The German press makes no bones about it: panic is sweeping 
from east to west; and the next eight days will be decisive. There 
is no such thing as a defeated army that can go on fighting in 
such a condition of national demoralization. When a totalitarian 
state cracks, it is the gotterdammerung—and that is the present 


Wagnerian scene. 
And after this—what? 

The Answer ? The German situation will not be one that can 
be handled according to normal procedures. We must imagine that 
perhaps a third of the population within the pre-Hitler German 
borders will be living in improvised camps. To the already bombed 
out will be added the refugees from the east and deserting soldiers 
with no homes to go to or no possibility of reaching them. A figure 
of 20,000,000 is conservative. 

_ This refugee population is mixed up from all parts of Germany 
with all its normal connections lost. Means of identification are de- 
stroyed under such conditions. In this inchoate mass, anyone, in- 
cluding the most fanatical Nazis, can disappear. To organize a 
government, in such a situation, by liberal or parliamentary means 
is impossible. And, in such a mess, to create any sort of civilian 
order by an A. M. G. or a military occupation alone will be hope- 
less. There must be authority, police, and organization. There must 
be persons who know Germany, and know where the sources of 
authority can be organized. There must be a carefully prepared 


program. : 
It exists. But it is not an inter-Allied program. It is Soviet. 
: The Russians know what they want. They 
Russians Know have not waited until the war was over to 
prepare methodically for it. They have an authority for Germany, 
and a police. Two hundred thousand prisoners of war have been 
indoctrinated and trained, together with officers. In the free Ger- 
man committee, but especially in the union of German officers, 
they have men whose names are known to every German. 

Gen. von Seydlitz, the chief brain-truster of the committee, bears 
a name honored in German military history since the days of Fred- 
erick the Great. His ancestor, another Gen. von Seydlitz, was the 
man who won Upper Silesia for Prussia from the Austro-Hungarian 
empire. Gen. von Seydlitz is convinced that the future of Ger- 
many lies in hand-in-glove co-operation with the Soviet Union, and 
intends to carry out that policy. 

The Moscow agreement made and signed by Messrs. Hull, Molo- 
tov and Eden in October, 1943, contains this passage: 

“After the termination of hostilities they will not employ their 
military forces within the territories of other states, except for the 
purposes envisaged in this declaration and after joint consultation.” 

This was, and can only be interpreted to mean—in the frame- 
work of the rest of the text—that the occupation should be a com- 
mon task for common purposes and be commonly ended. But there 
is nothing in the agreement which concerns the German successors. 
If one power establishes in its region a real authority and possible 
successor, and the others fail to do so, who will take over all of 
Germany when the occupation ends? And, for that matter, on whom 
will all the occupying authorities have to depend to overcome chaos?

Occupied Holland 
- Sends Some Stories 


Some little stories, humorous and tragic, have 
recently come out of occupied Holland. They 
reach this desk through the mediary of the Neth- 


erlands Information Bureau. 


First for a sample of the humor: 

There has been, you may have read, a railroad strike on in 
Holland since about the middle of last September. It is one means 
the citizens have adopted in their quiet warfare against the Nazis 
who have seized their country. The entire German transportation 
system in that corner of Europe has been disrupted. 

Nazi authorities have attempted to halt the strike, both by the 
use of force and by threats to the population. Without success. 
Recently the Nazis put up posters in all cities in villages, reading: 

“Railway strike means: No coal, no gas, no electricity, no food.” 

One morning additional words had been added to the posters. 


They were: “No German victory.” 

: : Here’s a story of another kind. Tragedy. 
Nazi Wrath Again Early in October two German officers 
were passing through a Dutch village called Putten. They were 
shot from ambush and killed. 

The German military commander of Holland’s occupied area, 
Air Gen, Friedrich ‘Christiansen, sent a detachment of soldiers with 
instructions to punish the village of Putten. 

Arriving early on Sunday morning, the punishment troops im- 
mediately gave orders that the entire village must yemain indoors. 
A few who dared to leave their homes were shot. 

On the following morning all men between 16 and 50 were 
herded into the market square. The square was then surrounded 
by machinegun patrols. An officer read an order from Gen. Chris- 
tiansen demanding the execution of 40 men. The population was 
forced to look on as this order was carried out. 

Surviving men of the village, 700, were taken to a defense line 
to work on defense construction.. Then the remainder of the people, 
the women and children and the old men, were ordered to leave 
town. A day later they received permission to return. 

They found their village of Putten wrecked with more than 100 
houses dynamited and utilities ruined. 

Nice people, these Nazis, aren’t they? 


There have been those, either un- 
thinking or wrong-thinking folks, 
who have loosed several severe sneers at the underground forces 
of liberation in several European countries lately. 

One story from Holland reveals a phase of underground activity 
we hear of too rarely. 

We all know that the mere problems of finding sufficient food 
and warmth to maintain life are tremendous in many of the occu- 
pied countries. 

In Holland, it is now reported, the underground itself provided 
the means to support the families of its members. In a country 
where food costs for one day equaled those for a month in the 
happy prewar days, it called for plenty to do this. It must also be 
remembered that while the Germans occupy a country, the moral 
side of the black market is exactly the reverse to what it is in 
our own country. 

Here it is betrayal of the nation to patronize the black market. 
There it is but sabotage of rules imposed by the enemy. 

Anyway, the Dutch underground collected and distributed a 
million guilders (about $540,000) each month of 1944 for the sup- 
port of their fellow members’ families. 

For the future, the underground pledges, it will take care of the 
families of former members who died as victims of the Nazi terror 

Furthermore, the underground promises help, in the form of 
maintenance and educational opportunities, for the thousands of 
young boys who contributed much to the success of the movement. 

These are the youngsters of high school and college freshman 
age, who acted as messengers for the underground, who delivered 
clandestine newspapers and took part in many raids necessary to 
provide ration books and identification cards for the underground.

ay manpower problem is typi- 
cal. 

In certain localities you will 
find “guest” drivers riding on 
trucks, doing nothing but drawing 


pay. 

In certain plants you will find 
three men assigned to a job that 
one could do better if the others 
would keep out of his way. | 

In certain vital war plants you 
will find workers deliberately 
limiting their output—producing 
about half as much as they would 
produce in shops of their own. 

They aren’t doing these things 
because they enjoy loafing, or to 
spite the boss, or to benefit Hit- 
ler, but in obedience to union 
rules. 

Their defense, provided by lab- 
or leaders, is something like this: 
“If we double our output now, the 
boss will expect us to keep on do- 
ing it. When demand gets back to 
normal, one man will be doing the 
work formerly done by two and 
half of us will lose our jobs.” 

The original problem was to 
satisfy these.trained workers, al- 
ready on the job, and somehow 
persuade them to do their best. If 
each man had been willing to dou- 
ble his output, he would have been 
equal to two men. If. he had been 
willing to work overtime—to . put 
in as many hours as all men did a 
generation ago—he would have 
been equal to three. And that 
would have solved the manpower 
problem in that kind of factory. 

Because the original problem 
wasn't solved, Washington offi- 
cials tell us they now face the 
problem of finding 700,000 more 
workers in the next six months. 

There was another problem con- 


nected with horse racing. Millions} 


of people who might have been do- 
ing some kind of war work were 
attending the races, and over a 
billion dollars that might have 
been invested in war bonds was 
wagered on the results. 

This problem was solved by 
burning the barn to get rid of the 
rats. Mr. Byrnes closed the race- 
tracks. But if the government had 
enforced the rationing of gasoline 
and stopped bootlegging, the race 
tracks could have done no harm. 

For want of the ability or cour- 
age to solve original problems, we 
have created greater ones—and we 
are still doing it.

The sen- 
ate responded by pa , by a 
gratifyingly large majority, the 
measure sponsored by its presi- 
dent, Frank Gross.

Wallace Opposition 
Risking Party Split 


WASHINGTON.—wWittingly or unwittingly, 

7 senate Democrats who are opposing the nomina- 

its tion of former Vice President Henry Wallace as 

secretary of commerce may be laying the groundwork for party dis 
aster four years hence. 

It is one thing to strip the Commerce Department of jurisdic 
tion over giant lending agencies of the government, as proposed in 
the bill by Sen. Walter F. George, but it is quite another to oppose 
the Wallace nomination outright. 


The consensus of congressional opinion, including many of Mr. 
Wallace’s own friends, is that it is entirely proper to divorce the 
lending agencies from the Department of Commerce. Most persons 
seem to feel that authority over the agencies should never have 
been placed in the department in the beginning. 


Their functions are undoubtedly of sufficient magnitude to com- 
mand the full attention of an outside administrator. Mr. Wallace 
himself is not insisting that they be retained under the depart- 
ment. He would prefer to have them left there, as they were under 
the secretaryship of Jesse Jones, but he is not making that a condi- 
tion of his acceptance of the cabinet appointment. 


Some of the more conservative elements of the senate are out 
to block the Wallace nomination, regardless of the outcome of the 
fight over the George bill. They don’t like his brand of liberalism. 
Even though the department is separated from all authority over 
the lending agencies, they still would like to see the former vice 
president defeated. They just don’t like Wallace and some of the 
things he stands for. Hence they will vote against his confirmation. 


. = as If the Iowa man is rejected, he 
To Dramatize Position will owe his defeat to a defection 
of conservative Democrats. That would cause him to emerge as 
the undisputed leader of the liberal forces of the country. Nothing 
could be better designed to dramatize Mr. Wallace's liberal position 
than that. He made great strides in this direction by the fight he 
made for renomination at the Chicago convention. ¢ 


Although he lost that fight, he came out of the convention a 
more potent factor as a leader of liberal forces than he was before. 
If he should be defeated now for the cabinet by conservative Demo- 
crats, acting in collaboration with political-minded Republicans, the 
emphasis on his liberal leadership would be even greater. 


Some of Mr. Wallace’s friends are secretly hoping for his de- 
feat. They profess to believe that it would make certain his nomi- 
nation for the presidency on the Democratic ticket in 1948, when 
Mr. Roosevelt is expected to retire. 


That may or may not be true. It is not easy to measure the 
political consequences of his possible defeat in relation to the 
presidential nomination. 

From the standpoint of conservative Democrats nothing could 
be more disastrous than that. Mr. Wallace’s brand of liberalism 
is far more of an anathema to them than Mr. Roosevelt's New Deal. 


But the real threat of disaster to the Democratic party in the 
situation seems to lie in a different direction: 


Mr. Wallace stands out today as the only political 
figure who,is capable of leading a third-party 
movement. His close affiliation with the CIO and other elements 
of organized labor places him in a position to lead these forces in a 
third-party enterprise. With President Roosevelt out of the running, 
he would command support from these forces more than any other 
person now occupying the political stage. 

Reasonable estimates are that these forces contributed a mini- 
mum of 3,500,000 votes to the Roosevelt-Truman total in the past 
election, or just about the size of the Democratic majority. 

Now, suppose Mr. Wallace is defeated for the cabinet appoint- 
ment and later fails to get the Democratic presidential nomination? 
Can anyone assume that he would not seize on the opportunity to 
lead a third-party movement of liberals in 1948 by way of evening 
he nasal with conservative Democrats who thrice had frustrated 

sp ? , 

He would be certain to do just that, most observers believe. To 
do anything less would not be human. Having started out as a 
Republican, Mr. Wallace has no traditional party ties that hold him 
as a Democrat. : 

For conservative senate Democrats to defeat the Wallace nomi- 
nation, irrespective of what action may be; taken on the George 
bill, is to issue an invitation for party disaster. By launching a 
third-party program he could easily take ‘enongh votes away from 
the Democrats to wreck any chances of: the party to win four years 
hence. The issue he could raise would be not unlike that between 
Roosevelt and Hoover 12 years ago.

More Concerning 
Conditions in India 


THOMASTON.—“All 


India is no more alike 


than all Gaul or all America, you know,” began 


Dr. Girardeau. 


“The country is divided into Brit- 


ish provinces and over 500 native states, and, as Caesar used to say, 
they differ widely among themselves; besides, they are all inter- 
mingled, provinces adjoin native states like the pieces of a patch- 


work quilt. 


But there’s an equal variance in north and south India. 


In the southern part near the coast even the coolies speak English, 
men and women appear together on the streets, the women without 


their veils. 

“But in the northern part, wom- 
en are still kept in purdah, na- 
tive costumes prevail exclusively 
and they have not been influenced 
to any perceptible degree by Eu- 
ropean thought. 


“Since the United provinces is 
in the center, we came in con- 
tact with both types. 1 can’ truth- 
fully say, Evelyn, that there was 
very little anti-British feeling in 
our province, though there is, of 
course, a very strong nationalistic 
sentiment throughout India.” 


“How great is Ghandi's influ- 
ence there now?” I interrupted. 


Dr. Girardeau hesitated a mo- 
ment, then spoke slowly, “I be- 
lieve he has lost some prestige 
since his latest fast. If he had 
died then, he would have been a 
martyr and his influence unlim- 
ited. The fact that he didn’t die 
ae. . fe 
“Caused his stock to drop?” 

“Well, yes.” 

“But wasn’t he given food in- 
travenously by the British doctors 
to keep him alive?” 

“The British doctors did not 
have access to him. He was at- 
tended by Indian physicians—and 
it is generally conceded that they 
did give him food by injections 
when he was unconscious.” Dr. 
Girardeau broke off impatiently, 
“He is such a contradictory per- 
son! He loathes everything Brit- 
ish, insists that they have brought 
nothing good to India, yet he rides 
on the train and uses the tele- 
phone and telegraph. He would, 
if he could, do away with the gov- 
“ernment schools; he doesn’t be- 
lieve in education for, girls at all; 
he favors destruction of all the 
industries built up by the Brit- 
ish, the cotton mills, jute mills, 
every sort of factory, and instead, 
he advocates a return to the sim- 
ple hand-run spinning wheel in 
every cottage. He is an iconoclast 
of the worst kind—” 

“So, actually, he is much more 
dangerous than a mere quack, or a 
demagog,” I suggested. 

“Very much so. He is a crafty 
politician who (some _ persons 
think) uses his enormous power 
over the Hindus for his own ad- 
vancement, but they can’t see that. 
He is incapable of thinking 
straight, of following an idea to 
its true conclusion. His motto of 
‘Passive Resistance’ is misleading; 
he has incited terrible revolts that 
were accompanied by indescriba- 
ble atrocities. 


—who was to blame for that?” 

“The people in Calcutta are still 
starving. When the famine was 
at its worst, there was plenty of 
grain, but the natives had bought 
it up and were hoarding it. Brit- 
ain was decidely not responsible 
for the famines. Calcutta is such 
a filthy place, and there is so 
much disease — quite different 
from Bombay which is surprising- 
ply clean.” 

“Which diseases are most pre- 
valent, Ivylyn? Plague, cholera?” 

“In the 12 years. that I have 
spent in India, I have never had 
a case of plague, or seen a cholera 
case. There have been epidemics, 
but the military officials came in 
and cleaned them up quickly, and 
they occurred during the rainy 
season when I had gone to the 
hills. There is very little typhoid, 
since milk is boiled all over In- 
dia. But there is a great deal 
of malaria, anaemia and tubercu- 
losis, especially among the wom- 
en who are kept in seclusion ac- 
cording to the purdah system. The 
British government has establish- 
ed sanatoria for them throughout 
the country, although there is not 
one in Jhansi.” 

The questions cantinued to 
arise, and Dr. Girardeau answer- 
ed them patiently. It began to 
look as though the session would 
last far into the night. “How did 
the war effect your supplies? 
Were they flown in from Amer- 
ica?” 

“No, the greater part of our 
supplies came from Britain, and 
though the prices were terrific, 
and we had to order continuous- 
ly, we got them. We were able 
to get sulfa drugs and the govern- 
ment supplies us with quinine, 
atabrine, and even plasmoquine. 
Of course we needed more qui- 
nine than we could get—I had to 
give it in very small doses, much 
smaller than the minimum recom- 
mended to us when we were stu- 
dents at Tulane. 

“The British government has 
worked along with us. I can’t 
say enough in praise of them. 
They kept the door open for mis- 
sions in India when it was closed 
in China (except for unoccupied 
areas), Japan, Korea, Manchuria. 
If the British should close that 
door, our hospital which is par- 
tially supported, as you know, by 
the mission boards back home, 
would have to be turned over to 
the government.

“The matrimonial status of 
Fala, President Roosevelt's Scot- 
tie, had Washington baffled today 
as the White House guarded dil- 
igently as a state secret all de- 
tails of his romantic life, even 
though Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt was reported as saying he 
was in the country and ‘we hope 
he’s having a wedding.” 

Here, my dearly beloved breth- 
ren we have two common miscon- 
ceptions. 

The union of two dogs, male 
and female, is not a wedding and 


they cannot occupy matrimonial 
Status, although it must be admit- 
ted that a tendency among hu- 
man beings, particularly in the 
United States, justifies confusion 
on this point. 


Dogs, horses, cattle, sheep and 
other animals are mated, not mar- 
‘ried, and their status in such case 
is not matrimonial but temporary, 
if not entirely casual. When a 
Pair of dogs are so mated they 
are not correctly said to have Rad 
a wedding but to have bred, and, 
although in the relations of hu- 
man beings as well as those of 
animals, there is a common pur- 
pose to reproduce the species, an 
important difference exists, in 
that human beings ‘are supposed 
to assume certain permanent ob- 
ligations. In the case of Fala, a 
dog, no responsibility rests upon 
the male. He simply goes his 
way and may never see his get 
or puppies or recognize them if 
he should. No law, divine or ca- 
nine, even suggests that he should 
give them fatherly care, or keep 
med family together for their ben- 
efit. 


and here we are speaking of mar- 
riage as a religious sacrament and 
mutually loyal obligation, there is, 
in theory, at least, and rather oft- 
en in practice, too, a deep obliga- 
tion. Most of the marriage cere- 
monies in use in the United States, 
say that marriage is a state “to 
be entered into soberly and dis- 
creetly as in the sight of God.” 
The pervading spirit of the cere- 
mony is expressed in those words 
which obviously could not apply 
to the mating of two dogs. 


Among human beings, the male 
parent is called the father. It is 
correct also to speak of him as 
the sire and even of the children 
as his get, but those terms are 
unpleasant to the sensitive and 
civilized ear because they have 
for a long time been applied al- 
most exclusively to male animals 
which have bred young and the 
progeny. 

The Russians, for a time, re- 
duced the relationship between 
human beings to the status of 
mated animals. Marriage was re- 
tained as a legal contract and re- 
lationship but it was subject to re- 
vocation at will on formal notice 
by’‘either party. This novelty was 
not only a rebellion against the 
old Russian clergy but an indul- 
gence personally desired by licen- 
tious and promiscuous individuals, 
many of whom had lived in New 
York, who called their wanton- 
ness “liberalism.” In fact, in the 
United States today, the same at- 
titude is much more marked 
among the .political group calling 
itself “liberal” than among those 
who are denounced by them as 
“reactionaries,” “Tories” and even 
“Fascists.” Some of them ignore 
the formality of marriage entire- 
ly and others continue to employ 
it but, after the manner of the 
early Bolsheviks, only on a tem- 
porary and revocable basis. In 
their teaching of American youth 
they preach and often practice im- 
permanence in marriage, whereby 
children are bereft of a parent, 
usually the father. Such bereave- 
ment by death is almost unani- 
mously regarded as a_ tragedy. 
Even the most dissolute “liberals” 
hold that, in such sases, the state 
should assist the mother econom- 
ically and take responsibility for 
the care and, especially the in- 
struction, of the children. But, 
curiously, where the young are 
bereft by casual divorce and 
equally at loss for the care, af- 
fection and example of a father, 
or in fewer cases, their mother, 
“liberal” thought perceives no 
problem or distress of the child. 
The explanation may be that the 
“liberal” may, himself, be respon- 
sible for the plight of one, two 
= more abandoned sets of chil- 
ren. 


The more conservative people 
regard with suspicion and alarm 
all efforts of the “liberal” group 
to organize “youth movements,” 
apprehending, with some reason, 
that they might teach their chil- 
dren to regard matrimony as a 
state no more dignified or bind- 
ing than the momentary relations 
of any pair of dogs. 

In our text we find also the 
word “romantic” and this, too, is 
used in a new and artificial mean- 
ing, propagated largely by Hol- 
lywood where “liberalism” flour- 
ishes and marriage has little more 
meaning than the proceedings in 
a stud-barn. In the correct mod- 
ern sense a romance was a ficti- 
tious story, usually with a theme 
of love, but, in the Hollywood 
version it is almost synonymous 
with- sexual lust and, in this con- 
cept, romance usually ends with 
marriage, although it does not 
necessarily culminate in marriage. 


Another Hollywood word used 
in a perverted sense so common- 
ly that its true meanimg is almost 
lost is “passion” also meaning lust. 
Its true meaning is suffering and 
its classical religions meaning, in 
contrast to current usage, is the 
agony of Christ on the cross. 


It is, however, no wonder that 
some old institutions, even sacra- 
ments ,and sacred words, have 
changed status in the minds of 
some. In the nation as a whole, 
marriage is only 80 per cent per- 
manent, which is to say that one 
in five goes to divorce. In some 
urban and “liberal” localities, the 
casualty rate is one in three. 

But, Fala could not have had 
a wedding. Possibly some human 
weddings seem no more sober or 
discreet than this dog’s mating. 
| Nevertheless a dog just can’t wed.

- Why the Manpower 
Legislation Lag? 


WASHINGTON.—Congress has lagged behind 
the people on a number of issues from the outset 


of the war. 


That is true with reference to national service legislation to re- 
quire equal sacrifices in the burdens of war. 


In the May bill now before the 
house, congress now has a chance 
to catch up. This is not the full 
national service measure that 
President Roosevelt and the high 
military command have asked as 
essential, but nevertheless it 
should help considerably to meet 
the desperate shortages of man: 
power with which the country now 
is faced, both for the Army and 
for industry. 

In view of the emergency, it is 
hard to see how congress can do 
less. 

Inquiry among house members, 
as they face this compelling issue, 
reveals a confused state of mind 
among some of them. They are 
being pulled this way and that by 
the professional representatives of 
various groups—labor, farmers, 
business—who often do not truly 
represent the people who are asso- 
ciated with these groups, as has 
often been demonstrated. 

There is evidence, however, that 
the influence of the public at large 
—of whom an overwhelming ma- 
jority are for national service leg- 
islation, according to polls—is be- 
ginning to make itself felt, particu- 
larly one segment. 

This is the parents of boys in 
the Army who feel very strongly, 
and who are telling members in 
letters, that those on the home 
front should contribute their serv- 
ices where they can best be used 
to win the war. They are not in- 
clined to condone the pushing and 
hauling by special groups, either 
outside of congress or in congress. 

They are reminding members of 
individuals in their own commu- 
nities who are not being useful in 
the war and could be and should 
be. They see all this with a vision 
made acute by the fact that their 
own boys are off fighting, some 
of them lost forever. Members, 
knowing their districts, know 
whereof these constituents speak. 


At this late date, in connection 
with this much-needed legislation, 
it must be disturbing to them to 
see some members trying to capi- 
talize this bill to put over pet 
projects—southern antilabor mem- 
bers aiming to insert an anticlosed 
shop amendment, and labor sup- 
porters countering with a proposal 
for fair employment practices 
committee provisions. 


Neither has a place in this meas- 
ure. Sponsors of each can present 
them on their own merits in sepa- 
rate legislation. This jockeying 
about, with the Army and industry 
crying for manpower to get the 
job done, could defeat the bill, and 
not on its merits. This might not 
sit well with the folks back home. 


This measure is to meet a very 
practical, critical situation. 

The Army must have 900,000 
more men in the next six months. 
Industry, now short of manpower, 
must have an additional 700,000. 
These are cold facts. Only men 
under 30 years of age are being 
used for infantry replacements. 
There are very few men left un- 
der the age of 26. The Army must 
get its replacements in the 26-to-30 
age group and not many of these 
are left in anything but war in- 
dustry. Those who are taken 
from industry must be replaced 
from elsewhere. 

An astonishing fact is that there 
are today just as many people in 
the service industries, so-called, as 
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there were before the war—12,- 
000,000. There is plenty of loose 
money and people are willing to 
pay for services of various kinds. 
Many have been attracted into this 
wartime booming trade who could 
be useful elsewhere and would be 
utilized elsewhere under proper 
legislation. 


The threat of legislation has sent 
people scurrying into war indus- 
tries. But high military officials 
and civilian officials in the War 
Department say this flurry will go 
on for a time, then subside, as has 
happened after the numerous big 
gestures of the War Manpower 
Commission. as it announces “new 
and drastic controls” from time to 
time, 

It is easy to confuse the issue, 
as some are trying to do, by say- 
ing there has beén a misuse of 
manpower by the Army and the 
Navy. Some of this has happened, 
though the services are doing 
everything possible to correct it. 
It is easy also to accuse the Army 
of errors in its planning, of not 
calculating closely enough. There 
has been some of that. 

But congress is dealing with a 
present fact, not with past mis- 
takes. ;

WITH THE U. S. THIRD 
ARMY .ON THE WESTERN 
FRONT, Jan. 30.—(NANA)—As 
American divisions press on to- 
waid the Siegfried line the war 
resolves itself into a series of 
small battles, at company or pla- 
toon strength, for hills and vil- 
lages near the ‘iver Our and the 
These skirmishes may 
not invol.e ; eat iosses on either 
side or mucl dispute“ territory: 
but collectively they are putting 
us into position fo: whatever our 
high command interds to aq next. 


One such engagement this week- 
end revolved around the little vil- 
lage of Lascheid, Belgium, and 
the high ground on its right. Al- 
though only two companies were 
involved ie this activity, in its 
course Saturday and Sunday, it 
unfolded a sort of ..omeric drama 
of strength and ~w’eakness, dan- 
ger, defeat and victory, among a 
handful of American kids. Only 
one of our soldiers lost his life 
in the action, but he is just as 
dead as if he had been killed on 
the Polish plains. His fellows 
are now telling just as tall stories 
as if the battle of Lascheid had 
been another Armageddon, 


Lascheid consists of a handful 
of houses built along two streets 
forming a juncture roughly in the 
shape of a letter “Y” upside down. 
It lies below two slopes, with 
high ground on the righ. and be 
hind it ih a snow-laden forest of 
pine and fir. I reached the neigh- 
borhood Seturda~ afternoon, after 
the usual progress through divi- 
sional and regitental headquar-: 
ters to the battalion’s advanc 
command post. Here reports 
were confusing. Twenty - five 
“Krauts” were’ supposed to have 
been observed digging in just 
over the crest of a hill at the 
right of the village—a crest up 
which L compaay was then slow- 
ly crawling. 


I embarked in a jeep with First 
Lt. Glenn Rugh, of Norristown, 
Pa., and Writer Meyer Levin on 
a trip to find out what was going 
on. We had two tanks ahead of 
us, but in the rapidly gathering 
dusk we soon lost them, and our- 
selves as well. Along one main 
ro.d we passed long lines of ri- 
flemen, lines of men, truck and 
jeeps’ which we eventually dis- 
covered to be another division. 
They had been .n pusition for sev- 
eral hours without moving—as is 
usual in war they were waiting 
for something on the left and the 
right. 

Gls were jum-ing ur and 
down to keep w®rm, and it’s good 
te be able to report they now 
have their new shoe packs and 
ski stockings which are a_ vast 
improvement on what they had up 
to a few day agc. 

When we Tinally corrected our 
error of traffic and got back on 
to a small trail throug’ the woods 
behind Lascheid, we progressed 
very slowly, on/the lookout for 
mines or Jerries. The situation 
in, this forest had been unknown 
at the battalion C. P. wnen we 
left.. We found ns Jerries but 
three wandering GIs suddenly 
loomed up beneath the snowy fir 
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trees. They belonged to L com- 
pany and had been lost since 10 
o’clock in the moruing. Needless 
to say, the artillery was active all 
this time—mostly our own, but 
with a good sprinklin« of Ger- 
man. Lt. Rugh se ‘* the three lost 
GIs back to the battalion com- 
mand post and we ciept on to the 
far edge of the forest overlook: 
ing Lascheid. ‘There we found 
one platoon of a divisional armed 
reconnaissance group which had 
been there all afternoon awaiting 
events. We left our jeep at the 


on foot across open ground and 
down a slope toward the village. 
Here, about halfway, we en- 
countered seven breathless, agitat- 
ed‘ Gls from I company which 
was supposed to be ascheid. 
One of them was shot through 
an arm and moaning with pain. 
The lieutenant sent him back to 
a medical jeep in the woods. The 
others told a story of confusion 
and disaster. #1 company had been 
in Lascheid about half an hour 
when German tanks and infantry 
made a suddent counterattack in 
the village street between two 
houses where two platoons of the 
company were arranging ‘heir 
quarters for the night. Accord- 
ing to these soldiers, | company 
had broken and vanished in all 
directions, pursued by wildly yell- 
ing Krauts with rifles and hand 
grenades. ; 
Lt. Rugh, who had formerly 
commanded I company, obvious~ 
ly did not like this story. He held 
ese six stragglers in the edge 
of the woods while the radio peo- 
ple got in touch with the battalion

more tanks. Then he formed 
them up and said, “We are go- 
ing down into the town to find 
I company” The six GIs, who 
had been a picture of terror half 
an hour before, said, “Yes sir,” 
and marched of? quite cheerfully. 

It was some hours later before 
the two tanks arrived and en- 
tered the village, followed by ar- 
mored reconnaissance cars for 
communications. We stood in the

drenched, snowy hills and the val- 
ley gave no sound whatever. Aft- 
er a while we decided to.tramp 
down the hill and solve the mys- 
tery. 

When we got into the little vil- 
lage, of course, the story turned 
out quite different. First Lt. Fred 
M. Phillips, of Weston, Ohio, com- 
manding I company, had never 
lost control of the situation and 
most of | company, although con- 
sisting mainly of replacements 
getting their first taste of fire this 
day, had stood firm. There had 
been ‘one German tank instead of 
three, and 15 Jerry riflemen in- 
stead of 50. 

Eating K rations at midnight in 
the smoky kitchen of one of the 
village houses, company and 
platoon leaders told their story. 
Phillips, who had never fired a ba- 
zooka in his life, rattled enough 
fire on the nides of one German 
tank to scare it away. The ba- 
zooKa's back-blast had rimmed his 
eyes with red burns which he said 
were nothing. And Second Lt. Ber- 
nard Meinschein, of Cockeysville, 
Md., a platoon leader, had man- 
ned another bazooka and between 
them they had turned back the 
sashaying Germans. There were 
four wounded Germans in the vil- 
lage houses and three GI wound- 
ed as well as one dead. The bat- 
tle had lasted about 20 minutes. 


Throughout the night which we 
spent at Lascheid and all the next 
day this story grew. In the vil- 
lage street it was possible to hear 
how the Germans had dashed one 
woman’s baby against the wall of 
a house, killing him, Upon in- 
vestigation, this woman's grief— 
which was very noisy and pub- 
lic-—-proved to be due to the loss 
of her three cows which had been 
shot during the battle. The Gls 
also seemed convinced that the 
Germans had cold-bloodedly mur- 
dered some Americans found in a 
cellar, although this story was 
completely unfounded. 


Two thoughts spring from the 
Lascheid episode, which is mere- 
ly sketched here. The first is 
this: A myth is born more eas 
ily in wartime than otherwise, 
given lively imagination in our 
young. And the second is that 
the conventional military langu- 
age used in the command post 
back of the lines gives no idea of 
what even the smallest action in- 
volves. The official reports on 
Lascheid no doubt say the op- 
eration proceeded according to 
plan. 

Twenty-four hours after, those 
very trails which we crept along 
so eerily were crowded with 
transport. The tide has already 
swept well beyond this village and 
in another week all in 1 company 
will have forgotten its name.

NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—(P)— 
CBS Correspondent Eric Sevareid 
quoted the London Daily Express 
today as saying that American 
military authorities in Aachen, 
Germany, were using a large num- 
ber of former Nazi party officials 
to operate the local government. 


The broadcast quoted an Ex- 
press correspondent as stating 
that “the Nazis are still running 
Aachen,” first large-sized German 
city to be captured by U. S. forces,

man Socialists complain that their

Associated Press War Corre- 
sponet Wade Werner in a story 
from Aachen last Oct, 30 describ- 
ed the swearing in the new mayor 
of the town by Lt. Col. A. A, Car- 
michael, of Montgomery, Ala., and 
described him as “the first anti- 
Nazi in 11 years to be the chief 
administrative officer of any ma- 
jor German cty.” , 

He was chosen, Werner wrote, 
by military government officers 
from a “white list” of a dozen 
Aachen citizens of established ex- 
ecutive ability, known, after pains- ;

Alexander 
To Remain 
As Director

Bobby Dodd yesterday became 
Georgia Tech’s third head coach 
in 41 years. 


Dodd was en route to Atlanta 
from the first annual party of 
the Columbus Quarterback Club 
when the Tech athletic board met 
formally, elected Dodd head coach 
and voted not only to retain W. A. 
Alexander as athletic director but 
to make him director of physical 
training. 


Dodd met Alexander outside 
the athletic offices as Alex was 
Preparing to take a couple of 
newspapermen to lunch. 

“Come on and go to lunch with 
us, Bob,” Alex said. 

“Fine.. But tell me what the 
board did. The meeting’s over, I 
guess.” 

“You’re the new head coach, 
Robert,” a writer told him. 

“Well, I didn’t know. How 
much are they going to pay me?” 
Dodd yelled back over his shoul- 
der as he darted into the athletic 
office to wash his hands. 
“KNEW IT ALL THE TIME” 

“Shucks, don’t listen to him: he 
knew he had the job,” Coach Alex 
replied. (Alex, who has been 
telling Dodd for the last six or 
seven years that he was going to 
retire before another season, fi- 
nally listened to the advice of doc- 
tors and friends). 

Alex was relieved of the duties 
of head coach at his own request, 
paving the way for the election of 
Dodd, 14 years assistant football 
coach. Dodd, native of Galax. 
Tenn., prep star at Kingsport and 
an All-America at the University 
of Tennessee, came directly to 
Tech following graduation in 1931. 
Dodd coached the backfield and 
also was freshman basketball and 
baseball coach.*He is married to 
the former Alice Davis, sister of 
an ex-Tech halfback, Wink Davis. 
The Dodds have two fine children, 
Linda, 7, and Bobby Jr., 2. 

Dodd hadn’t thought about the 
angle of being only the third Tech 
coach in 41 years. “Gosh, that’s 
right. I really appreciate the hon- 
or,” he said. 

Coach Alex said: “Yes, that’s 
right. John Heisman had the job 
for 16 years and I carried on for 
25. Dodd ought to be good for an- 
other 30.” 

30 WHEN HE STARTED 

Coach Alex became head coach 
at a rather tender age. He was 
only 30 when he succeeded Heis- 
man in 1920. Alex, a native of 
Mud River, Ky., had gone to Tech 
as a student in 1906. He scrubbed 
every year except 1911, when he 
made the varsity team. He started 
coaching in 1912 and was Heis- 
man’s assistant from tht time un- 
til he was given the top job. 
Old-timers will recall that there 
had been quite a little opposition 
to giving the job to a man so 
young. The Tech students were

Convicted last night on 15 sep- 
arate lottery charges, Wesley Bar- 
ron, alias Fred Martin, alleged 
“big shot of the bug racket” in 
Atianta, today faces six years in 
prison and a fine of %9,000. 

Judge John S. M.Clelland, in 
Fulton county criminal court, im- 
posed this sentence immediately 
after the jury gave its verdict. 
The jury convicted Martin on all 
15 counts of the indictment after 
five minutes’ deliberation. In Mar- 
tin’s first trial last week, there 
was a mistrial. 

In sentencing Martin, Judge 
McClelland scored the “bug rack- 
et” in strong terms and said it was 
directly responsible for the death 
of Henry Heinz, Atlanta banker, 
killed in his home more than a 
year ago. 

“The confessed slayer of Henry 
Heinz,” said Judge McClelland, 
“has admitted that he engaged in 
such crimes solely to obtain money 
to play the ‘bug.’ Men like you 
who operate this infamous racket 
must thus share responsibility for 
such crimes. It’s too bad that a 
man of your ability should devote 
his energies to such anti-social ac- 
tivities.” 

Judge McClelland sentenced 
Martin to one year in prison on 
each of the 15 counts of the in- 
dictment, each term to be served 
consecutively. But he then said 
he would direct suspension of the 
last nine years of tWe sentence, 
provided Martin, after serving six 
years, paid a fine of $9,000, or 
$1,000 for each year of the sus- 
pended sentence.

Plenty ‘Makings’ 
To Keep Cigarets 
At Record Output 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—(7)— 
Supplies of tobacco now appear 
adequate to maintain the present 
record level of cigaret production, 
the Agriculture Department said 
today. 


In a report on the tobacco sit- 
uation, the department noted that 
large 1944 crops now are enter- 
ing manufacturers’ stocks. It 
added that cigaret, output proba- 
bly cannot be materially increased 
unless more labor and machinery 
and, in-—some instances, more to- 
bacco, are made available to man- 
ufacturers. 

Cigaret production in 1944 for 
domestic use and shipment abroad 
was estimated at 320,000,000,000, 
an increase of 25,000,000,000° over 
1943. It was almost double the 
1939 output. 

The quantity moved into civil- 
ian consumption channels was es- 
timated at 240,000,000,000, but an 
unestimated portion of these went 
to military forces through direct 
government purchases from job- 
bers and in gifts from individuals 
to servicemen overseas.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—(#)— 
Twelve university presidents have 
asked President Roosevelt to de- 
lay consideration of the “highly 
controversial question” of univer- 
sal postwar military training “at 
least until complete victory over 
Germany is achieved.” 

“We. suggest that experience 
with the prohibition amendment 
indicates the unwisdom of at- 
tempting to determine 
revolutionary policies in  war- 
time,” they said in a letter made 
public today. 

Noting in the letter, dated Jan. 

24, that President Roosevelt had 
told congress he was convinced of 
the necessity for universal train- 
ing after the war and intended 
to send a special message deal- 
ing with the subject, the educa- 
tors said: 
_“A continuing program of pub- 
lic education as to the require- 
ments of national defense is cer- 
tainly in order, but we challenge 
the necessity of urging the Ameri- 
can people to act under the ten- 
sions of war psychology in order 
to bring them to a decision which, 
it is said, they would not reach 
under more normal conditions.”
